MOTORIST MUST CARRY URDER 
CAN BE CANCELLED 
FOR ANY OFFENCE 
Se 
EDMONTON — The amendment 
made last session by the Alberta Leg 
islature to the Vehicles and High 
Traffic Act, providing that a livery 
driver of a motor car must carry 
« driver’s license in addition to the 
regular car license plates, goes into 
effect July 1, next. 
Its immediate effect will be that 


about 200 persons now driving autos 


in the province will be placed auto- 
matically on an interdicted list, and 


will be refused drivers’ licenses to 
operate cars. 


These people are epileptics and 


others whose physica] condition ren- 


cers them unsafe persons to drive 
autos. The provincial secretary's de- 
partment has had this list for some 
time states E. Trowbridge, deputy 
provincial secretary but has had no 
authority to prevent them from driv- 
ing until the 1929 amendments were 
were made to the act and became 
effective. 

Under the amendments, every 
Griver must carry always a driver's 
license. These will be issued to reg- 
istered car owners after July 1, at a 
cost of 50 cents and the license will 
be good until called in for any pur- 
pose so that it 1s not an annual 
license, to be renewed annually. 

Application for a driver's license 
must be made on a card, one of 
which will be mailed to every regis_ 
tered car owner in the province. The 
application asks the age of the appli 
cant, sex, height, weight, color of 
cyes and color of hair, approximate 
uumber of miles driven whether an 
habitual user of intoxicants, if any 
iaental or ,physical infirmity, if ap- 
plicant is familiar with the rules of 
the road and the motor laws of the 
province. ‘ 

No person under 16 years of age 
inay be licensed to drive a car, and 
any application for a license for a 
person between the ages of 16 and 18 
must be accompanied by the signa- 
ture of the parent or guardian, stat- 
ibg that the applicant is competent 
to drive and knows the rules of the 
road and the motor laws. 

It is not the ‘ntention to demand 
driving tests from existing license 
nolders, nor will this be deemed 
necessary in the case of new appli- 
cants for driver’s license, who have 
driven to any extent prior to apply- 
ing for a license. 

Where the license issuer has any 
Gcubt, however, he may ask that the 
applicant submit to driving tests be- 
fore issuing the driver's license. 

A person convicted of any offence 
under the act, must hand his driver’s 
license to the magistrate, who may 
suspend it for any period or cancel 
it. Speeding, driving while intoxi- 
cated and similar offences, may 
bring suspension or cancellation.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. — A new 
method of telephone transmission by 
which a picture tour by six and a half 
inches can be transmitted and deliver 
ed ready for use in four and one-half 
minutes was demonstrated today at 
the National Electric Light Associat 
ion convention here. 

It was shown by the Westinghouse 
Electric company having been develop 
ed in their laboratories by Dr Valdi 
mir Sworykin a Russian now a re- 
search scientist for the Westinghouse 
company. 

The method of transmission works 
with equal fr¢ility over a telegraph 
wire, a calle o: an ordinary radio 
broadcasting station. 

The distance which can be covered 
in transmission is dependent only on 
the power of the radio station or 
length of the wire. Photographs, mes 
sages in the original handwriting or 
any pictured written or printed ma- 
terial capable of being rolled around 
a cylinder can be transmitted. 

The copy is received upon ordinary 
ary paper or upon photographic paper 
if photographic effects or sharper con 
tracts are required. 

It was pointed out that the device 
still is in the research stage but has 
been developed to a point where its 
entry into the commercial field may 
come at an early date. While the lab 
oratory models transmit facsimiles 
four by six and one-half inches the 
apparatus may be built to transmit 
and receive facsimiles in any size de- 
sired.

Several other concerns are also 
slated for early development work 
and, no doubt, on the bringing-in of 
Wainwely No. 4 as a producer there 
will be a tremendously increased pro- 
gram of development to announce in 
Wainwright Oil field.

sured to recover damages also to pay 
all expenses incurred by the company 
for investigation or defence. 

On September 20 Piskuski made his 


The Casualty Company refus- 
ec to assist in the defence though 
they had been fully notified concern- 
ing the accident when Piskuski made 
his claim. The garage company is 
therefore claiming from the Casualty 
Company $782.10 as costs of investi-~ 
gating the accident and defending the 
action and $15.15 costs of an execut- 
icn_ against Piskuck! wi has failed to 
pay the costs of the proceedings 
which he instituted.

At the end of the day’s work the 
boy without the driver’s knowledge 
got on the truck which the latter was 
using to convey himself and his fellow 
employee to their homes. On the way 
the boy was thrown or fell from the 
truck and the father claimed that a 
read injury had resulted which had 
produced paralysis of one of the boy’s 
arms. 

After a most careful trial before 
Chief Justice W. C. Simmons and a 
jury the case was dismissed with the 
judge approving the verdict returned 
by the jury. 7

BOARD OF TRADE 

IN A COMMUNITY 

Broadly speaking the main func- 
tions of a Board of Trade are to ad

--DUE TO CARELESSNESS 


40 P.C. CAUSED BY NEGLIGENCE 
AT PROTECTED RAILWAY 
CROSSINGS

WINNIPRG—in nearly one thou- 
sund accident cases reported to the 
Board of Railway Commissioners dur 
ing the past year, there was danger 
of loss of life or damage to property 
at Highway 
Iailway level crossings, according 
ey a bulletin received by the Canad- 


_jicn National Railways. Of these acci 


dents 369 were reported on the lines 
of the Canadian National System. 
Under the varius classifications of 
Legligence more than 40 per cent of 
the accidents occurred where crossing 
gates are operated. There were 325 
cases where Vehicles broke or dam- 
eed crossing gates which had been 
lowered; 23 where drivers ignored 
signals and drove through gates; 35 
cases of driving under gates which 
|were being raised or lowered; seven 
cases of driving on to crossings af- 
ter opposite gate had been lowered 
five where drivers-under the influ- 
ence of liquor crashed into the gates 
and three accidents due to pedes- 
trians climbing over or under gates 

Under the heading ‘‘Inexplicable 
Negligence” the Board lists 105 in 
which 44 drove into the side of mov- 
ing trains and one drove between 
the railway cars during switching. 
Twelve persons stopped or parked too 
close to railway tracks, and seven 
drove their automobiles along the rail 
way tracks while one driver went

‘ past decade the ccmmunication en- 
gineers have directed their efforts to 
the speeding up transmission, thus 
effectively bringirg distant cities to 
the elbow of the public. In this paper 
the writer has attempted to illustrate 

the progress of the telegraph phase 
of communication. 

Almost a hundred years ago, Lé 
Sage of Geneva suggested a system 
of telegraphy in which tweny-six 
wires were required, one for each 
jetter of the alphabet At the receiv- 
ing end of these wires were hung 
two pith balls and: when an electric 
charge was applied, the pith balls, 
at the distant end of the line, moved 
apart. Bach pair of balls represent 
ed a letter of thie alphabet and they 
were presented in e row in alphabet 
ical order, so that it required the 
eye of. a xylophone’ player to follow 
their motions. No records exist, of 
‘course as to the speed of transmis- 
‘s.on, but it would be safe to assume

Ban which is used by an English 
health agency called the Health and 
Cleanliness Council. The difficulty 
with such slogans is that while they 
are catchy and are easily fixed in the 
nind they very cften contain a half 
truth which is misleading. No one 


remain alive. We refer to this fact 
Decause it is upen our understand- 
ing of it that we ure brought to real 
ize the danger of dirt. Dirt which is 
{soiled by human or animal secretions 
is Cu.mgerous because of the likeli- 
hood that it contains disease germs 

Disease germs, in order to cause 
disease, must’ gain entrance to our 
j bodies. They cannot get in through 
he unbroken skin. The mouth is the 
‘door through which most of them en- 
ter. The truth is that most germs 
enter our bodies because we either 
eat them or drink them 

If dirt soiled by secretions gets on 
cur food, in the milk we use or in 
Paw hands, and if our dirty hands we 
t. uch food which goes into the mouth 
‘we have taken into our bodies the 
germs of disease. ; 

All dirt is not contaminated, but 
because we cannot tell by looking 
at it whether it has or not, we should 
to be on the safe side consider all 
cirt dangerous. We can protect our 
selves from the dangers of dirt by 
keeping it out of food and drink and 
ebove all, by keeping our hands a- 
way from our faces- and by thor- 
yeghly washing the hands before 
eating.

Machines were devised which would 
print the various letters of the al 
phabet in response: to signals trans 
wnitted over the télegraph line. We 
new have multiplex printing tele- 
graph equipment, on’ which a més- 
sage being transmitted from Toronto 
to Montreal for instance, is written 
in Toronto on. a keyboard similar to 
tiat of a typewriter and is printed 
on the standard telegraph form blank | 
in Montreal, the same blank which’ 
is delivered to the. customer. This 
present day printing telegraph sye- 
tem allows a maximum of four mes- 
gages or conversations to be trans- 
mitted simultaneously over one wire 
in each direction at approximately 
50 words per rhinutes for each conver 
sation or message. This means. a 
transmission speed of 400 words per 
minute over one wire, an improve- 
ment of 500 per cent over the morse 
code system 

The Duplex Balance System em-" 
ploys the balance scheme for the sep 
aration of simultaneous messages. 
The present day multiplex printing 
telegraph: system employs in addition 
to the balance principle a scheme of 
transferring the one wire between 
the two ends of the system from one 
printer to another in rapid succession 
and.at the two ends simultaneously 
thus the printer system requires also 
synchronism between the transmit- 
ling and receiving terminals. 

It is clearly indicated in the above 
paragraphs that the main objective 
in all these developments was to in 
crease the number of messages 
which would be sent over a wire, or 


messages would be transmitted. With 
this same object in mind, Major Gen 
eral Squier of the United States Sig- 
zal Corps in 1909 started active deve 
iopment work on the application. of 


the carrier transmission theory to 


wire communication. ‘The carrier 


principle at that time however was 


known as wired wireless as wireless

was made of a lower portion of the 


frequency spectrum. Major General 
Squier published the results of his ex 
periments. He stated that the possi 
biiities and usefuiness of this scheme

A few years later, the Engineers 
cf the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company took up active de- 
velopment work with a view to ap- 
ptying the scheme to their telephone 
and telegraph system and in Septem 
ter 1917 the first experimental car- 
rier telegraph system consisting of 
four channels, was operated sucecss 
fully between ‘wo distant cities, viz 
Chicago, Ii] and Maumee Ohio. In 
1918 a commercial system consisting 
ut ten channels was installed  be- 
‘wen Harrisburg, Pittsburg and 
Chicago and placed in commercial 
service during the early part of 1919 
As th. development progressed chan 
nels were added until we now have 
systesas consisting of twelve two- 
way channels, In addition to this we 
are developing a carrier system 
which will consist of twenty-four two 
way channels, wit: the ultimate pos 
sibility of thirty-six and I might men 
tion that this increase from twelve 
cuannels to a possibility of thirty- 
six is at the present time purely a 
Canadian National Telegraph deve 
lh pment.

business generally, as is the local newspaper. 

The local paper fortunate enough to be located in 
the midst of enterprising people--farmers who produce 
the best wheat obtainable, merchants who sell goods 
above reproach at reasonable price, bankers who do not 
want to earn a dollar until value is given for it, financiers 
and oil men who are staking their all in Canada’s only 
proven crude oil field—the paper surrounded by all these 
factors of prosperity is certain to partake in the general 
expansion of the community, :nd to find its business 
requirements continually growing and developing. 

Wainwright has grown from the tiny hamlet of the 
original “Denwood” (which was the first name of the 
settlement), into a healthy, thriving, prosperous town of 
upwards of 1,500 souls, all within the space of the last 
twenty-one years; and as time goes on must continue to 
grow in a large ratio of proportion. 

With the varied growths of the town—from hamlet 
to village; from village to corporate town——“The Wain- 
wright Star” has kept steady pace, until today sees this 
All-Home-Print Local Family Newspaper settled once 
more for a period of rest from its “growing pains.” 

Instituted in 1908, it was issued as a five-column 
edition with ready-print, and met the demands on its 
facilities in the Main street premises which have since 
come into the possession of the Alma Meat Market. 
After a few years, the need was felt for larger premises; 
and, in addition to that, the size of the paper was en- 
larged to six columns to keep pace with the growth of 
things in general. For that reason it was next published 
in the premises now known as the government liquor 
store. In July of 1916, a building was bought on Second 
avenue (the late home of “The Star’), and again the 
size of the paper was increased - this time to eight pages, 
seven columns, all home print. 

Since that time expansion has continued to make 
itself felt both in the town and district, as well as in the 
newspaper office, and less than a year ago it was real- 
ized that still larger quarters would have to be secured 
or built, and finally the latter course was decided upon. 
A large new newspaper press was secured from the Tor- 
onto Type Founders, Ltd., of Toronto and Winnipeg, and 
another job press was also put in to cope with the in- 
crease of business accruing from the natural expansion 
of the town and district. 

Having decided that our newest and latest location 
of Main street was the best possible position for the 
home of “The Star,” action was not long delayed. The 
completed building is before the eyes of this enterpris- 
ing community, and we hope and trust that it meets (and 
even anticipates to a considerable degree) the demands 
of expansion in 1929, just as the owner has attempted 
(possibly not as completely as was wished) to meet 
every legitimate demand to make “The Wainwright 
Star” a Truly Progressive Weekly Newspaper in a Truly 
Progressive Town. 


In closing, I wish to extend my appreciation of as- 
sistance to all who have in any way assisted in carrying 
the big project to so satisfactory a conclusion, as well. 
as to the advertisers whose hearty support has made this 
Special Expansion Number of “The Star” possible.
